LACK OF BLOOM. Last season a few varieties of 
the new Fi hybrid petunias showed a tendency 
to vegetative growth, late flowering and gen- 
eral lack of bloom. We believe this ‘“blind- 
ness’”’ is an inherited factor associated with 
the use of male sterile parents in producing a 
hybrid crop. The use of steriles is relatively 
new and improvements may be expected very 
shortly. Meanwhile, we have marked with an 
asteriskx the hybrids grown with male par- 
ents which will not show any of this “blind- 
ness.”’
